NICE JOB 
CBS was as usual excellent in 
its annual summary of the year in 
a three-hour program Sunday. The 
first hour on science had its high 
and low points, and the second hour 
of news review was good, but the 
really excellent hour was the one 
in which Edward R, Murrow inter­ 
viewed his key correspondents from 
the major points of the globe. 
A very intelligent and well in­ 
formed group, they did an unusually 
fine job of balancing up the gains 
and losses of the past year and in 
bluntly analyzing the situation as it 
will affect the year to come. 
It summarized in our mind as 
follows: 
War is either very close this 
year or we have a good chance to 
prepare a lasting peace, depending 
on how the Russians react to their 
loss of face in Hungary. There is a 
Communist gain in the Middle East 
and Africa. 
Israeli has made a temporary 
gain through thfe destruction of Egyp­ 
tian war material 
b e f o r e 
the 
Egyptians had learned to use it, 
but it has made itself more isolated 
than ever, an island among a group 
of unfriendly neighbors. 
England has lost much through a 
panicky move by its conservative 
leaders who reverted to 19th century 
imperialism in a critical situation. 
France lost face but may have 
gained a bit by having its African 
dream shattered to reality. 
A new kind of satellite is devel­ 
oping in east Europe, which some 
might consider a first step toward 
complete freedom, and others will 
call a new kind of1 colonialism. The 
Poles are ready to fight and Russia 
is not apt to push them, but they 
still are surrounded by Soviet might. 


The front in Russia is not solid. 
There are a few who actually were 
shocked at the action in Hungary and 
said so to the American press. 
* * * 


Both China and the United States 
have gained in the Orient. Our action 
against the colonial policy of England 
and France in the Suez situation 
proved very impressive to the small 
nations of the Far East. But much 
good would be done for us in that 
area if we were to seat the Com­ 
munist Chinese government in the 
United Nations. 
The United States now is in the 
position of moderator, but it must 
remain strong to assure its power. 
It, however, must use its power to 
the minimum if it is to continue as, 
a leader. Here there were differ­ 
ences, some correspondents claim ­ 
ing that. we must quietly tell Russia 
what must be done in east Europe, 
and be prepared to back it up with 
guns. 
A planned war is not likely in 
1957, but there are powder kegs 
lying about which could precipitate 
one at any moment. It is a delicate 
year.

We especially enjoyed the hour of 
commentators because they had the 
courage to do just that. It seems that 
most of our television news is 
handled by mincing casters who lack 
either the ability or the courage to 
take on the major subjects of the day 
with anything more radical than a 
straight report.

ADS AND FILTERS 
SAVE CIGARETTES 
Advertising is an instrument so 
powerful that it can defeat fear of 
a major killer. Despite the columns 
of words which have been used to 
suggest that leading scientists be­ 
lieve there is a connection between 
the ever-increasing lung cancer and 
the smoking of cigarettes, the output 
of the little smokes went up 4.8 per 
cent last ye a rand th econ sumption of 
them increased 3.4 per cent. 
All the warnings and all the pub­ 


licity used to combat the disease are 
not as strong as the millions spent 
to sell billions of cigarettes. Part of 
this success no doubt is due to the 
jublic’s willingness to believe that 
it can have its fun and live by smok­ 
ing through filters or through king 
sized fags. The sale of these has 
revived the industry and their growth 
is phenominal. So is the growth of 
cancer in American lungs. 
In 1957 you will see much of a new 
brand, known as Hit Parade. Though 
a newcomer, nearly two billion of 
them were sold in 1955 and they are 
expected to keep the American To­ 
bacco boys on top of the sale race. 
Today American 
is selling thirty 
per cent of the entire market. R. J. 
leynolds has about 26 per cent of 
it, and Liggett and Myers has 16 
per cent. 
Camels led the sale with close 
to 70 billion or 17 per cent of the 
total market in 1956. This is a 
slight decrease for Camels, and 
obviously does not help Reynolds 
in its pursuit of American with its 
3all Malls, which so ld 'about 56 
jillion and were third with 14 per 
cent of the total. It now has a king 
sized filtered brand, Hit Parade, 
coming along fast to keep it well 
up there. Made of popular Burley 
blend, and supposedly offering pro­ 
tection, Hit Parades are moving up 
rapidly. And American also has 
Lucky Strikes which were second 
last year with 56 billion and a 
little over 14 per cent of the market. 
The rest bf the fags ran as fol­ 
lows: Winston fourth with 34 billion, 
Chesterfield fifth with 25 billion, 
Viceroy sixth with 25 billion, L and 
M had 21 billion, Marlboro sold 14 
billion, Philip Morris sold almost 
14 billion, and Old Gold sold IO 
billion. 
The biggest gain was enjoyed 
by Viceroy which has increased 
its sale 840 per cent in four years, 
right through the hottest publicity 
concerning the suspected danger of 
cigarettes. So strong was the habit, 
and so well did the advertising 
business do the job for the tobacco 
companies that millions of Ameri­ 
cans chose to risk filters and length 
rather than to give up a practice 
that is suspected of being a con­ 
tributor to one of our major d is­ 
eases. 
We believe it is a sad commen­ 
tary on the best brains in this

TAXES, TAXES, TAXES 
The editor's mail these days is, 
well filled with releases from var­ 
ious groups who are taking a swing 
at a large number of taxes. The 
Pennsylvania Automotive Associa­ 
tion does not like the Governor’s 
Tax Study Committee's proposal 
that the sales tax be assessed a- 
gainst the total price of a car with­ 
out exemption for the trade-in value. 
We don't either. In fact we very 
much dislike the sales tax in any 
form. It smacks the little guy right 
between the bill folds. He spends 
most of his income, and millions 
make no more than enough to spend 
in full each year. The sales tax 
catches them on nearly every cash 
register ring. The big earner puts a 
large share of it in places where the 
sales tax does not reach. 
It is 
possible for him to pay no more 
sales tax than the much smaller 
wage-earner. 
A man making $4,000 a year may 
buy a $3,000 car, which would cost 
him $90 in sales tax. The $10,000 
salary man might buy a $4,000 car 
on which he would pay $ 120. The tax 
is not proportionate. 
And as the Automotive Associa­ 
tion says, "Removal of the sales 
tax exemption for the value of trade­ 
in allowances would hit hardest at 
the 'little guy'. This is true with 
or without the trade-in angle. 
However, we certainly will g° 
along with the opposition to such a 
change. You already have paid a 
sales tax on the car you own. Why 
should you pay it again when it is 
traded in? 
You should pay only 
on the difference, or the actual 
cash outlay. 
• 
Then there is the Pennsylvania 
State Grange. It is out after tax 
refunds for farmers who use gaso­ 
line in their work. These payments 
have been slow coming through and 
the Grange is asking for action. It 
also wants the law re-enacted before 
it expires June 30, 1957. In fact, it 
is sponsoring legislation to exempt 
farm used gasoline from taxation 
on a permanent basis. 
We wonder if this is a wise move? 
Any of us who uses gasoline in his 
work counts it as an expense. It thus 
reduces his profit. Why complicate 
Jt with exceptions? 
Why not just 
keep an efficient set of books and 
count the entire expenditure as a 
part of your business costs? 


* 
The National Association of Manu­ 
facturers is pleading for economy in 
the Federal budget. It argues that 
the budget was balanced the last 
two years because revenue exceeded 
expectations. It also says the excess 
was added to the budget for the fol­ 
lowing year with no effort to make a 
saving. It claims that non-security 
spending by the government will go 
up twenty per cent, or about $4 
billion over the 1955 to 1957 period. 
We are not so alarmed about the 
money received by the government 
as we are about the way it is spent. 
We believe we could have all the 
services we now have, and more, if 
ordinary business economies were 
-put into effect. There is too much 
duplication and waste. 
We are sure the NAM is not so 
interested in economy as it is in 
less government services. And its 
greatest emphasis in the long run 
will be on services which it wants 
private industry to undertake.

blow torches or other forms of 
intense heat. 
If you must do it yourself, wrap 
the frozen portion with cloths or 
sacks and pour hot water on the 
cloth. Or you can use electric heat.

REPAIR FURNITURE 
If the holidays have been rough 
on 
your good furniture, leaving 
scratches, you can touch it up your­ 
self. If the scratch is not more 
than a sixteenth of an inch deep, 
■paint the scratch with white shellac. 
When it dries, paint it again. Use a 
small brush so that you get paint 
only in the scratch. 
When the shellac has been painted 
to a level even with the rest of the 
surface, sand lightly to make it 
smooth. Rub it with a polish or an 
oil stain of the right color and 
finish with a final polish. 
If the gouge is deep, build it up 
with a wood filler, sand it, stain, 
and polish. But only after the filler 
is thoroughly dried.

Will Meekness 
Inherit The South? 


By Thomas L. Stokes 


WASHINGTON. — In this season 
we are reminded again, in so sorely 
troubled a world, of the man who 
said, "The meek shall inherit the 
earth,” it seems appropriate to 
pay tribute to a new kind of chiv­ 
alry that is showing itself in the 
South. We might call it the chivalry 
of meekness. 
It has appeared among many who 
were beyond the pale of the legen­ 
dary chivalry, for they are descend­ 
ants of those who were slaves in 
the day of that other proud, and 
sometimes arrogant, sort of chiv­ 
alry. They are Negroes. 
It appears also among white peo­ 
ple here and there, many of them 
not people of great worldly conse­ 
quence but those who believe in 
decency, in kindness and in law 
and order. Their chivalry, and that 
of so many Negroes, is putting to 
shame the actions and attitudes of 
others in the South. 
Some of these others are in high 
positions of authority. This should 
instill a sense of responsibility 
but it hasn't. Some claim lineage 
from the old tradition of chivalry. 
But they make a mockery of de­ 
cency and kindness and the law they 
swear to uphold. They refuse to 
carry the new white man’s burden, 
which not only our Supreme Court, 
but Christian ethics, has imposed 
upon the leaders of the South. 
It is, 
indeed, a heavy burden. 
But so was slavery, and so is dis­ 
crimination. A whole race first 
carried the burden of slavery and, 
since it was abolished, of discrim ­ 
ination. That covered a period of 
two centuries. The day of deliver­ 
ance is long overdue. 
ii 
For chivalry, we give you the 
Negroes of Montgomery, Ala., and 
their leaders, including the Rev. 
Martin Luther King. 
For weeks, the Rev. King met 
and counseled with his congregation 
and others, initially during their 
boycott of buses and recently in 
anticipation of the Justice D epart­ 
m ent’s order to carry out the bus 
integration decision. He reminded 
them of their obligation to them­ 
selves as they practice the rights 
that finally have been recognized — 
their obligation to conduct them­ 
selves with dignity and with polite­ 
ness and never to use violence, no 
m atter what the provocation. 
This was the course of meekness. 
Meekness if not weakness. Rather, 
it is strength and, more than that, 
courage. 
E arlier, they had resorted to 
passive resistance, a sort of m ili­ 
tant meekness, when one of their 
number, a woman, was put off a bus. 
They simply absented themselves 
from the buses. For those who 
worked too far from their homes to 
walk, they organized their own car 
pool for transportation. 
For chivalry in another area, in­ 
volving desegregation of the public 
high school in Clinton, Tenn., we 


give you the white m inister of the 
F irst Baptist Church of Clinton, the 
Rev. Paul W. Turner. We give you 
also the two citizens who accompan­ 
ied him when he escorted several 
Negro children to the high school, 
Sidney Davis, a local lawyer, and 
Leo Bem ett, accountant at the local 
hosiery mill. 
The m inister was beaten up after­ 
ward by some local hooligans who, 
however, did not touch the other two 
men. 
From a beautifully done report in 
The Nation by two 
T e n n e s s e e 
w riters, Wilma Dykeman and Jam es 
Stokeley, we take an inspiring side­ 
light from this latest Clinton epi­ 
sode. F irst, what one of the Negro 
girls who walked to school with the 
m inister that day said: 


"Rev. T urner was w o n d e r f u l . 
When we came down the hill and saw 
some people waiting there outside 
the school, he just kept saying to us, 
'Don’t be afraid, I won’t let them 
hurt you.’ ” 
Then this from the g irl’s mother 
about the Rev. Turner: 


"He knows courage all right. But 
I think he must have something 
else, too. Mr. Turner must know 
love.” 
For chivalry, we give you also 
the principal of the high school, 
D. J. Brittain Jr., who has stood 
up so courageously for the law. 


We give you, too, his white stu­ 
dents who have backed him up all 
the way, and the many, many cit­ 
izens of Clinton who have supported 
him and the law and who voted, 4 
to I, in the recent election to de­ 
feat candidates for mayor and other 
local offices who were put up by the 
White Citizens Council. 


The new chivalry is not really 
new. It exhibited itself under the 
direction of responsible Negro lead­ 
ers as long ago as 1946 in an 
incident which this reporter ob­ 
served first-hand. This was after 
the Supreme Court had outlawed 
the so-called "white prim ary” in 
a Georgia case. 


Governor Ellis Arnall issued a 
statement calling upon the people 
of the state to obey the law. T here­ 
after, in anticipation of a much 
larger number of Negro voters than 
the normal token vote, Negro min­ 
isters in Atlanta spoke to their 
congregations every Sunday night 
for several weeks before the 1946 
prim ary election of their new ob­ 
ligation. 


They explained how this was a 
big opportunity and enjoined their 
congregations that much would de­ 
pend on how they comported them­ 
selves on Election Day. How well 
they did, and in how orderly a man­ 
ner, can be testified to by this 
reporter who spent all of Election 
Day visiting polling places all over 
the city. 


Is it too much to hope that a 
m iracle may be wrought in the 
South by virtue of this chivalry 
that is compounded of meekness, 
courage, and love?

Text And Example 


Agnes de M ille’s "The Art Of 
Choreography" on "Omnibus" the 
other night didn’t have quite the 
sweep and conclusiveness of any 
of Leonard Bern­ 
stein’s TV essays 
on music but it 
was nevertheless 
a very nourishing 
and r e w a r d i n g 
mixture of educa­ 
tion 
and 
enter­ 
tainment. 
In brief, M iss 
de Mille traces — 
skimpily but e f­ 
fectively 
— the 
development 
o f 
choreography from the primitive 
African war dance to the sophisti­ 
cated studies in form and motion of 
the classical Russian ballet. Much 
of this was elemental but even the 
more advanced members of her 
large classroom could enjoy her 
examples performed by some very 
fine 
principals, 
including 
Diana 
Adams, Frederick Franklin, James 
Mitchell, Kelly 
Brown and Sonia 
Arova, and a corps de ballet of 
seventeen. 


* * * 


M iss de Mille is a woman of for­ 
midable opinion and, while narra­ 
tion is not her specialty exactly, 
she managed to shed withering scorn 
on 
the idea of the dance as an 
effeminate exercise by showing an 
African war dance and a Scottish 
sword dance of unquestionable m as­ 


culinity and to express her opinion 
of rock ’n’ roll with a shrug of her 
shoulders. There were large chunks 
of choreography by George Balan­ 
chine and virtually all of "Sylphi- 
des" by Fokine in spite of which 
one had difficulty escaping the idea 
that Miss de M ille invented most of 
the art herself. 


This single-mipdedness, though, 
is not so much ego as simple dedica­ 
tion to the art of the dance which 
forms M iss de M ille’s world and 
which she has 
greatly enriched. 
These are really wonderful educa­ 
tional TV shows and I hope some­ 
thing is being done to preserve them 
for classroom use. It seems to me 
that Bernstein’s three or four essays 
and Miss de M ille’s two (last year 
she did the art of the ballet) could 
form the basis for a course in music 
and dance all by themselves. 


In any case, while educationa 
broadcasters are still floundering 
around wondering how to take the 
curse, of the classroom off their 
broadcasts, these programs should 
provide an excellent course in in­ 
struction. They are a mixture of 
text and example and each needs 
the other; alone neither text nor 
example would mean very much. 
First, though, you need an expert 
like Miss de M ille or Mr. Bern­ 
stein or Professor Baxter on Shake­ 
speare whose function is partly. 
their expertness, but mostly the 
enormous enthusiasm and dedication 
which made them the experts they 
are. 
M iss de Mille emphasized again 
and again that the dance is simply a 
means of communication between 
audience and dancer. Essentially, all 
TV programs are the same thing

Prohibition Technique 
in Segregation Fight 


By Doris Fleeson 


WASHINGTON. — The parallel 
for the South’s strategy in cases 
involving segregation is to be found 
in the Prohibition era. As will be 
disclosed in the Federal courtroom 
in Knoxville, Tenn., starting Jan­ 
uary 19, the prim ary efforts of 
Southern attorneys will be to force 
jury trials of defendants charged 
with crim inal contempt. 


During Prohibition, in locality 
after locality where the noble ex­ 
periment was unpopular, juries re ­ 
fused to convict no m atter what 
evidence was put before them. This 
was so well recognized that in 
many places attempts at state en­ 
forcement were all but abandoned 
and "The Feds" 
made the only- 
serious attempts to prosecute the 
violators of the Prohibition law. 
A sim ilar pattern is emerging 
with segregation. Agitator John Kas­ 
per was freed by a Tennessee jury 
in a state court, but subsequent 
troubles in Clinton landed the de­ 
fendants in the Knoxville Federal 
Court on charges of crim inal con­ 
tempt of that court. 
These charges are the only ef­ 
fective weapon the Federal courts 
have to enforce their decrees in 
such cases. Fearful of such power 
in the hands of judges, the South 
is seeking through the jury system 
to nullify it. 
The first move, therefore, of 
Southern lawyers in Knoxville will 
be to obtain jury trials for the 
Clinton defendants. They will rely 
upon environmental pressures upon 
Southern jurors to achieve the ends 
they seek, although it should be 
noted that the atmosphere of the 
Federal courts is such that local 
pressures do not operate as freely 
as in local courts. 
The opposition to Prohibition was 
not, of course, confined to any one 
area of the country. In greater or 
less degree it permeated virtually 
every state of the Union. The South’s 
great handicap in the present situa­ 
tion is that it stands alone. 


Its leaders are further em bar­ 
rassed by the fact that segregation 
practices are identified with Klu 
Kluxery and the white supremacists 
Too often also the opposition to 
integration has found its spokes­ 
men in Tobacco Road. For this 
reason, the South has had little 
support from public opinion, even 
in areas remote from the integra­ 
tion fight. Hence its realization that 
nothing remains but the nullification 
of the Supreme C ourt’s decree in 
the Southern states. 
The fight reaches into Washington 
through recent efforts by form er 
Governor James F. Byrnes of South 
Carolina and others to elicit the 
same kind of conservative support 
which has enabled the South to 
dominate Congress since 1938. 
In the hands of molders of public 
opinion and influential conservatives 
in Congress are lengthy and care­ 
fully prepared legal briefs support­ 
ing the right to trial by jury in 
cases of criminal contempt. 
Wh a t 
gives 
their 
arguments 
plausibility is that there seems to be 
reason for requesting jury trials in 
cases where the contempt did not 
take place in the presence of the 
court or where the defendants were 
not specific parties to the court’s 
injunctions. 


Unquestionably it is an issue with 
which the Supreme Court will some­ 
time have to deal. 
If the South’s 
strategy should succeed, the high 
court will be left with segregation 
which cannot be effectively enforced. 
The country will have again, in 
effect, a situation reminiscent of 
the famous comment of President 
Andrew Jackson: 
"John M arshall 
(Chief Justice) has made his de­ 
cision; now let him enforce it." 
At such a point, the segregation 
issue would move back into the 
Congressional arena with an ex­ 
plosive force which would be felt 
in the politics of every state of the 
Union.

Under a new plan adopted by 
the Warren General Hospital board 
of directors, persons are now per­ 
mitted to visit patients anytime 
between the hours of 1:00 p. rn. 
and 8:00 p. rn. daily with the ex­ 
ception of the maternity pediatrics 
departments, where the hours re ­ 
main 2:30 to 3:30 p. rn., and 7:30 
to 8:30 p. rn. 
A previous regulation permitting 
only two visitors for each patient 
in a room has been continued, but 
the longer visiting period eases 
this situation. 
The action took place at the No­ 
vember board meeting when the 
executives also heard a report from 
Dr. John R. McGibony and Daniel 
L. Drosness, consultants from the 
Graduate School of Public Health 
at the University of Pittsburgh who 
have completed a study of Warren 
County relative to the present and 
future hospital needs** 
In general the study reviewed 
the 
community, 
its 
population, 
trends, economy, health and other 
pertinent factors, health and r e ­ 
lated resources, the hospital, physi­ 
cians, nursing homes, welfare, and 
other agencies. 
Dr. McGibony also reviewed s e r­ 
vices related to chronic and con­ 
valescent care to determine if the 
existing unused old maternity unit 
could be utilized for additional beds 
and at the same time provide im ­ 
proved services to these patients 
and to the community. 
Before any action is taken by 
the board and medical staff, fur­ 
ther study will be given the con­ 
sultants’ 30-page report.

STRANGE RELATIONSHIP 
You might not connect bridge 
building and fish supply together, 
but they definitely are related it 
you want trout to catch. Keeping 
stream s supplied with trout is a 
major project. A major share of 
the trout you catch must be placed 
there every year, which adds up to 
an expensive sport and also a less 
sporting one than the catching of 
fish which are native or have been 
spawned and raised in the stream 
where they are caught. 
Two changes in stream s have a 
major effect on the trout supply. 
One is bridge building. Usually the 
stream is widened, both for build­ 
ing purposes and to protect the 
bridge 
from 
dammed 
up 
flood 
waters. This widening eliminates 
natural shelter for trout, and also 
contributes to a higher temperature 
of the water. A wide, shallow point

allows the sun’s rays to warm the 
water. Trout cannot live in water 
after it passes a certain tem pera­ 
ture. 
Even more damaging is the widen­ 
ing of stream s to carry off flood 
waters. We have seen much of that 
in this area, and we will see more. 
Channels are straightened out, and 
are widened. The dredging raises 
the banks to new heights to prevent 
floods. 
The result is miles of very wide 
channels where the water runs thin­ 
ly over the flat surface in late 
summer and early fall. The trout 
die. 
We can have bridges, flood con­ 
trol, and trout, too. Though a stream 
may be widened and the far banks 
heightened to control its highest 
level, there is no reason why we 
can’t leave a meandering primary 
channel in the center of the widened 
area. We even can leave a few 
large rocks for shelter. 
Deep pools will result. Without 
them fish cannot live, and without 
them there is neither a place to hide 
nor temperature control. 
We also can plant shrubbery and 
place fertilizer along both set of 
banks. Soil will be retained and 
shade provided. 
It is not suggested that those who 
do the bridge-building or the dredg­ 
ing also take on the job of protecting 
fish. But a little cooperation be­ 
tween those who build, those who 
dredge, and those who supply trout 
would make everyone a little happier 
and would make our stream s both 
safe and attractive. Attractive in 
appearance and attractive to trout.

Tile Game Commission is not 
satisfied with the deer kill reports. 
It is believed that too many hunters 
have failed to report the bucks they 
took home, or at least shot down. 
The Commission says the situation 
is so bad that it is considering an 
all-out enforcement of the require­ 
ment. 
If you Lave shot a buck, you can 
be certain that others know of it. 
And very often they will talk. It 
may prove to be an expensive animal 
if you fail to officially report it. 
If you wonder why you should 
bother, rem ember that you no doubt 
enjoyed the hunt and the result. 
You will want to do it many times 
again. The deer population is the 
job of the state, and unless it has a 
complete survey of what is happening 
to the herd it cannot do an adequate 
job of providing you with future 
targets.
